I w. von Itethmann-Hollweij. the 
German Chancellor, la the source of 
most of the discontent which has led 
to the political crista which is rapidly 
assuming formidable ^proportions In 
Germany. AU Ihe heated criticism of 
the last few weeks has centred around 
his administration, and It now Hppears 
that following the franchise proposals, 
he Is suspected of loaning toward the 
Socialists' idea of a peace without an¬ 
nexations. There seems to be tin defi¬ 
nite evidence to this effect, but the 
Impression here Is that the Chancellor 
Is looking rather more attentively to¬ 
ward the Socialist group at ths pres- | 
ent time than he did before the poli¬ 
tical agitation began. 

Attltute of Agrarians. 

Reversing the usual order of their 
activities, the Agrarians afe making 
a furious attack on Bethmann-Holl¬ 
weg and tbe Socialist*. This has 
brought about a heated controversy, 
the end of which Is not yet In sight. 
No one here can predict where this 
will lead, but It Is bound to have an 
unfortunate effect o«u the German 
people, who desire, above all else, to 
show unanimity of action In the war. 

No one In Iv*ndon a year ago be¬ 
lieved It possible that a bare twelve 
months would find two Important 
parties in the Oerman Reichstag open¬ 
ly defiant of Kaiser Wilhelm and 
using every effort to reduce hi* powers. 
This is what Is going on at the present 
time in Germany, and It Is one of ths 
reasons why observers here give cred¬ 
ence to the reports that Bethmann- 
Hollweg and possibly one or two 
others are to pass into private Ilfs.

German authorities declare that be¬ 
fore challenging tbs United States 
• with their submarine campaign they 
* canvassed the situation from ail 
angles and concluded that the 
republic could not be a factor in time 
to affect the fortunes of the.war. They 
came to the same conclusion about the 
British Empire when they authorised 
—Abe Invasion of Belgium. Evidently 
their capacity for exact calculation re¬ 
garding the powers of other countries 
j has not Improved in the last three 
years, for the United 8tates already 
has delivered a number of destructive 
broadsides at the Teutonic combina¬ 
tion. 

American Intervention has helped to 
endanger the partnership between Ger¬ 
many and Austria. It has helped to 
maintain tbs equilibrium of the Rus¬ 
sian situation because It has shown 
Russian democracy where its best in¬ 
terests lie. It has stimulated tbs dls- 
j content of the German Socialists. It 
has banged, bolted and barred the 
door to German trade In South 
America. China and ths West Indies. 
It has completed the Isolation of Ger¬ 
many not only in a commercial sense 
but In a sentimental way. It has in¬ 
tensified the hostility of European 
neutrals against the Central Empires. 

I These are some of the moral results 
Which, we may be sure. Berlin did not 
canvass. 

The material consequences are al¬ 
ready bearing* fruit. Ths United 
States has begun to lend money to the 
Allies at the rate of t&.OOO.OOO.OOO a 
year. It is prepared to double that

General satisfaction la expressed In 
naval circles on this coast that the 
Imperial Government has seen fit to 
confer the rank of Vice-Admiral upon 
Rear-Admltul W. Oswald Story, newa 
of which wan published In yesterday's 
Issue of The Times. 

During the war Vice-Admiral 8tor)' 
ipj *i.»ne signal service to the Empire 
as head of the Canadian naval force* 
on this coast with complete Jurisdic¬ 
tion over the Esquimau naval dock¬ 
yard. It was at a time when German 
cruisers were roaming about the Pa¬ 
cific Ocean and the exposed coast of 
British Columbia was constantly in 
danger of attack, that Rear-Admiral 
Story, then retired, offered his services 
to the Admiralty and came out to the 
Paclftg- coast to take over the control 
of the naval defenses here. 

He soon grasped the situation and 
within a very short time after taking 
Over the station he had completely 
won the confidence of his Immediate 
staff and the populace generally, and 
there. followed a feeling of aecurlty 
In the knowledge that the defenaea of 
the coast, apd particularly of Victoria, 
were In rnirahle hands. 

I'nassumlng Offlcef. 

During the thirty months he has 
been In command of the Esquimau 
I ts do g th.- Admiral has unassumingly 
carried out his duties and has always 
been avers** to publicity. He has won 
many friends who will t>e delighted 
to hear of his advancement In the 
senior service. His work here has not 
been spectacular l»ut It has been thor¬ 
ough and this has at last been recog¬ 
nised by the Imperial Government.

Stoy. of Ituaala. arm of tbe famous 
Russian writer, to the Vancouver re¬ 
presentative of The Victoria Times to¬ 
day. when asked at the Hotel Vancou¬ 
ver his opinion of Russia concluding a 
separate peace with Germany and 
Austria. 

• There are several reasons why ft la 
Impoaslble," he continued "One of 
them la that we would become once 
more the slaves of Germany and an¬ 
other la the eentlmt-nt and honesty of 
the Russian people. For 1h«»se reasons. 
If for no other, there will is> no separ¬ 
ate peace with any of the enemies of 
the Entente Powers. 

In explanation of his statement, the 
Count, who s|»eaks English perfectly, 
though he did not know the Isngusge 
until six mouths ago. said that prior to 
the war the Russian people, driven l»y 
the bureaucracy, had sold their wheat 
million* of bushels, to Oermnny for a 
price ranging from X& cents to 50 cents 
per bushel. In return they had got
